Tributes for 
mum killed 
out on run

A FAMILY have paid tribute to a 
“much-loved wife, mother, daugh¬ 
ter and sister” who was killed in a 
collision. 

“Kind and understanding” Claire 
Taylor, 41, from Great Bradley, died 
on Tuesday, December 27, after be¬ 
ing hit by a car. 

It is thought she was out training 
for a marathon when the accident 
happened. 

Police were called about 10.10am 
to reports of a crash involving a 
Vauxhall Corsa and a pedestrian 
on the B1061 at Great Bradley, near 
Haverhill. 

Claire died at the scene, despite 
the efforts of ambulance personnel 
and police. 

Claire’s family have paid tribute 
to the keen runner, who had been 


training for the Rome Marathon. 

In a statement, they said: “Claire is 
a much-loved wife, mother, daugh¬ 
ter and sister. 

“Claire loved life in all its many 
facets, kind and understanding to 
all her family, both near and far, 
friends and work colleagues. 

“Claire was training hard for the 
Rome Marathon that she was run¬ 
ning in April 2017, her training was 
going well and she was on target. 
Claire will be sorely missed by all 
who knew her but especially her 
husband, two children, mother and 
family.” 

lohn Barnett, clerk of Great Brad¬ 
ley Parish Council, expressed sad¬ 
ness at the death, but said such 
events were “extremely unusual” in 
the village. 

“Country roads can be danger¬ 
ous,” he said. “It is very sad to hear 
someone has died.” 

An investigation has now been 


launched to determine the cause of 
the accident, and police are calling 
for help from the public. 

A Suffolk Police spokesman urged 
anyone who had witnessed the ac¬ 
cident to get in touch. 

The spokesman said: “Witnesses 
are asked to call the Serious Col¬ 
lision Investigation Team on 101 
quoting CAD 105.” 

There were traffic delays on De¬ 
cember 27 as the road was closed 
while officers tried to find more in¬ 
formation about the collision. 

The air ambulance was also 
called. 

An East of England Ambulance 
Service spokesman told the News : 
“We were called at 10.18am to the 
B1061 to a report of a collision be¬ 
tween a car and pedestrian. 

“A rapid response vehicle, ambu¬ 
lance crew, ambulance officer and 
East Anglian Air Ambulance attend¬ 
ed.”

Cyclist’s epic 
ride raises £20k 


A HAVERHILL man has 
raised more than £20,000 for 
charity after a 2,100km cycle 
across New Zealand during 
which he was knocked off his 
bike by a lorry. 

Stuart Bayne, 53, set off 
from Bluff on the southern 
tip of New Zealand on De¬ 
cember 4. 

He travelled all the way up 
to the northernmost point 
of the country, Cape Reinga, 
reaching his destination on 
December 22. 

He was forced to alter his 
route after earthquakes, 
which hit New Zealand last 
year, closed some of the 
roads he was planning to 
use. 

It was while on one of 
these diversions that a pass¬ 
ing truck knocked him off his 
bike, landing him in A&E. 

But even this couldn’t stop 
the intrepid father-of-three. 

After completing the ride,

he said: “My bike and legs 
are still in surprisingly good 
shape, but I have had an A&E 
drama, when swept off my 
cycle last week by a passing 
truck on the detour road due 
to the recent earthquake. 

“Bit of drama and a sore 
knee otherwise all tickety 
boo!” 

Stuart, who is married to 
a New Zealander, was fund¬ 
raising for the Down’s Syn¬ 
drome Associations in Brit¬ 
ain and New Zealand, and 
received support from the 
Kiwi Association during the 
ride. 

Stuart has family experi¬ 
ence of Down’s Syndrome 
and was aiming to raise 
£22,500 for charity. 

So far, he’s managed an in¬ 
credible £21,691.64, and his 


Virgin Money Giving page is 
still open for donations. 

The New Zealand cycle 
ride followed a similar chal¬ 
lenge last year in which he 
cycled 1,100km across Eu¬ 
rope, raising £17,000. 

This brings his total fund¬ 
ing for Down’s Syndrome 
charities to almost £40,000. 

As well as the support of 
friends and family, Stuart’s 
fundraising success is down 
in part to his employer, NGK 
Spark Plugs, which match- 
funded some of the money 
he raised. 

Stuart says he does not 
have plans to complete an¬ 
other long cycle ride, and 
spent time enjoying a family 
Christmas in New Zealand 
after completing the chal¬ 
lenge.

Appeal by woman, 68, 
hit by mobility scooter

A 68-YEAR-OLD woman who 
was knocked down by an out- 
of-control mobility scooter 
says the vehicles should be 
more regulated. 

Ann Mills, who lives in 
Haverhill’s Withersfield Road, 
was in the town’s Swan Lane 
when the incident occurred. 

She said that the man rid¬ 
ing the scooter got his coat 
caught in the wheel and was 
unable to steer away as it ca¬ 
reered towards her. 

Ann said: “It was one of 
those huge ones. My handbag 
was on the other side of the 
road and my shoes went fly¬ 
ing.” 

She was left with severe 
bruising to her ribs, as well 
as cuts and bruises elsewhere 
and injuries to her fingers. 

“He literally mowed me 
over,” she said. “It was quite a 
traumatic experience for me.” 

She said that the driver of 
the scooter did apologise to 
her, and two members of the

"Knitting groups provide 
enormous health benefits to 
these traumatised women. 
Harry's cheque will go 
towards this." 

The Haverhill group also 
knits warm items such as 
blankets to be sent around 
the world to the people who 
need them most. 

They welcome new 
knitters and meet at Deja 
Vu every Monday, from 
11am to 12pm. 


Plan to convert offices to 58 flats 


A PLANNING application 
has been submitted to 
convert an office block on 
Haverhill High Street into 
58 flats. 

The plans would see the 
AXA building at 30 to 38 
High Street converted into 
41 studios, six one-bedroom 
flats and 11 two-bedroom 
flats. 

The development would 
have just 46 car parking 
spaces, as well as 60 cycle 


spaces and four spaces for 
motorcycles. 

A transport assessment 
points out that the flats 
would be just five minutes 
from Haverhill’s bus station, 
and says residents would be 
given a transport pack. 

The application was 
received by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council at the start 
of December, and is set to 
be determined by the end of 
this month. 


public looked after her until 
an ambulance arrived. 

“He said sorry to me and 
the police took his statement 
and then he went off. I was 
left in the road with this man 
and woman who helped me, 
waiting for an ambulance.” 

The accident took place 
around 11am on Thursday, 
December 15. 

Ann said: “It’s taken me 
a while to get over it. It was 
right before Christmas and I 
couldn’t do half my Christmas 
things.” 

She said she was told by po¬ 
lice that because the mobil¬ 
ity scooter was not a licensed 
road vehicle, there was a legal 
“grey area” over whether any¬ 
thing could be done to follow 
up the accident. 

“I felt that my injuries were 
trivialised a bit,” said Ann. 

She pointed out that the 
response would have been 
completely different if it had 
been a car that hit her. 

“What would have hap¬ 
pened if I was seriously hurt? 
If it wasn’t for this lady and 


man who helped me I don’t 
know what I would have 
done.” 

Ann is hoping that her ex¬ 
perience will help to shine 
a spotlight on the issue of 
mobility scooter danger in 
Haverhill town centre, and 
more broadly. 

“I think it’s good if it’s put 
in the forefront about these 
scooters, because they are 
dangerous,” she said. 

“They do go very fast down 
the town. If you stepped out 
slightly they wouldn’t do 
anything. I’m a bit nervous 
now when I go up the town. 
[Walking on the pavements] 
is worse than walking on the 
roads, And now I’ve had the 
experience of how they can 
hurt you. 

“I have heard of a lot of peo¬ 
ple who have had near misses 
or been hurt by them.” 

She said she believed that 
there should be more regula¬ 
tions around mobility scoot¬ 
ers to eliminate the legal “grey 
area”. 

She added that people who 


ride them should also get 
more training, as the man 
who knocked her over should 
have known that long cloth¬ 
ing could get caught in the 
wheels. 

“I think there ought to be 
more of a comeback. I just 
don’t like this grey area,” she 
said. 

At present, drivers do not 
need a licence or any training 
to use a mobility scooter. The 
only requirement is you must 
be more than 14 years old. 
There are no legal eyesight re¬ 
quirements. 

The maximum speed for a 
scooter on the pavement is 
4mph. On the road, this rises 
to 8mph. 

Scooter users are sup¬ 
posed to obey the Highway 
Code rules relating to vehicles 
when on the road, and the 
rules relating to pedestrians 
when they are on the pave¬ 
ment. 

No comment had been re¬ 
ceived from Suffolk Police by 
the time the News went to 
press. 
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Richard Horley at 
architects John Linch said 
he understood this was a 
speculative application, and 
there were no immediate 
plans to carry out the 
conversion. 

He said: “There’s no 
intention of doing it. 

“It’s just a paper exercise 
by the landlords to see how 
easy it would be if AXA 
decided to move out in a 
few years.” 
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Compensation for 
still-birth and brain¬ 
damaged babies 


Sandra Patton, a 
Partner at Ashtons 
Legal, offers some 
advice from a 
legal perspective. 


I have represented the families of children 
who have been brain damaged at birth 
for over 20 years. Their motivation for 
making a claim is to give their child what 
every parent wants for their children, a 
good quality of life, a happy life, safety 
and the security of knowing that their 
child will be okay when they have gone. 

The law in this country gives people the 
right to claim damages if injury is caused 
by someone else's negligence. No doctor 
can be criticised in court unless the court 
finds that he or she has fallen below a 
reasonably competent standard of care. 

The law also requires that, if possible, 
damages put the injured person in the 
position they would have been but for the 
negligence. Sadly that is never possible 
where a baby suffers life-changing brain 
damage. In such cases, the law will 
compensate and get as close to that 
outcome as possible; so, for example, 
if the child cannot walk, it will provide 
life-long costs of wheelchairs and 
adapted vehicles, if the child requires 
physiotherapy to prevent further, painful 
and debilitating deformities, the law will 
provide for those costs to be met by those 
responsible for the injury. 

Jeremy Hunt's announcement recently of 
a new voluntary compensation scheme 
for parents whose babies are damaged at 
birth is said to have the dual purpose of 
making hospital staff more willing to be 
open about their errors and take steps to 
improve, and of speeding up claims for 
families. 

Sadly, in my experience there are staff 
who are open about mistakes and those 
that are not so why should a voluntary 
scheme that still permits families to 
sue make any difference to that? As to 
speeding up claims, Jeremy Hunt states 
that the average claim on behalf of a baby 
takes IIV 2 years - the only circumstance 
in which a claim may take this long is if it 
is in the hands of non-specialist solicitors 
or if the child has to reach a certain 
maturity before their life-long needs can 
properly be assessed.

JANUARY: 

■ The year got off to a 
sad start as respected 
borough and county 
councillor Tim Marks 
died suddenly on a plan¬ 
ning committee site visit. 
Hundreds turned out for 
his funeral. 

■ An inquest found that 
failures in the welfare sys¬ 
tem at HMP Highpoint 
probably contributed to 
the death of prisoner Cal- 
lum Brown in 2013. The 
prison was asked to re¬ 
view its welfare checks. 

■ A planning application 
for a retail park in Ehring- 
shausenWay was submit¬ 
ted. It is set to bring a Lidl, 
Home Bargains and Pets 
at Home to Haverhill by 
spring, 2017. 

■ New vehicle-activated 
signs revealed that cars 
were travelling at up to 
90mph down some of 
Haverhill’s residential 
roads. 

■ Haverhill Arts Centre 
unveiled its £125,000 re¬ 
vamp, with fresh interiors 
designed by West Suffolk 
College student Ashley 
Lloyd. 

FEBRUARY: 

■ Poundstretcher 
opened its doors in the 
old Co-Op building in 
Jubilee Walk, which had 
been empty since De¬ 
cember, 2011. 

■ A Cambridge City Deal 
report described a rail 
link and a dual carriage¬ 
way between Haverhill 
and Cambridge as “poor 
value for money”, spark¬ 
ing a backlash from cam¬ 
paigners. 

■ A new headteacher, 
Kath Just, was announced 
for Samuel Ward Acad¬ 
emy. 

■ A teenager who had a 
seizure behind the wheel 
and an elderly man who 
had a heart attack both 
lived to tell the tale in dra¬ 
matic scenes at Haverhill 
Tesco. 

MARCH: 


■ Local company Rad¬ 
ford Homes announced 
plans to transform the 
derelict Vixen pub in 
Strasbourg Square into 
shops and flats. 

■ Haverhill Town Coun¬ 
cil announced its Youth 
Strategy, which includes 
plans for a new skate park 
in the east of the town, 
possibly at the New Croft 
in Chalkstone Way. 

■ Castle Manor, Place 
harm and Burton End 
Academies announced 
plans to join the Samuel 
Ward Academy Trust. The 
move brought seven of 
the town’s 10 schools un¬ 
der the trust’s umbrella. 

■ Community partner¬ 
ship ONE Haverhill held 
its first public board 
meeting after two mem¬ 
bers resigned over the is¬ 
sue of private meetings. 
The board announced 
plans to tackle anti-social 
behaviour, young people 
out of work and health is¬ 
sues. 

■ The News teamed up 
with Castle Manor Acade¬ 
my to put on the first ever 
Haverhill Heroes Awards. 

APRIL 

■ Changes to Suffolk 
Police were rolled out, 
meaning the front desk 
of Haverhill police sta¬ 
tion closed to the public 
and a new inspector for 
the town, Danny Cooper, 
took over. 

■ It emerged that a buyer 
had expressed at inter¬ 
est in Haverhill’s derelict 
Corn Exchange. The town 
council decided to de¬ 
clare its intention to bid 
on the property, trigger¬ 
ing a six-month morato¬ 
rium. 

■ Flint Cottage, a his¬ 
toric 200-year-old home 
in Bumpstead Road, was 


saved from demolition 
when a planning appeal 
to develop the site was 
thrown out. 

■ A petition calling for 
quicker access to GP ap¬ 
pointments in Haverhill 
was signed by more than 
800 people. 

■ Almost 400 runners 
turned out for the Haver¬ 
hill Festival of Running, 
which included the town’s 
first marathon. 

MAY 

■ Haverhill cyclist Sean 
Hickey, 44, tragically died 
after a collision between 
his bike and a car in Clare. 

■ The Power family from 
West Wickham celebrated 
as a campaign launched 
by sister paper, the Cam¬ 
bridge News , raised 
£26,000 for a new bed¬ 
room and wetroom for 
disabled 9-year-old Jack. 

■ Coupals Primary Acad¬ 
emy announced plans 
to double in size with a 
£1.6million new block. 

■ The town’s new mayor, 
Cllr David Roach, and 
deputy mayor, Cllr Paula 


Fox, took up their roles. 

■ Five prisoners at HMP 
Highpoint escaped and 
held guards at knifepoint. 

JUNE 

■ Three Haverhill men 
admitted being part of 
a gang that robbed a 
Cottenham couple at 
knifepoint in their bed¬ 
room. Joseph McDonald, 
of Thurlow Place, Ben 
Darville, of Fallowfield 
Court and Carey Westley, 
of Dunsey Wood Court, 
pleaded guilty to conspir¬ 
acy to rob. 

■ Britain - including St 
Edmundsbury - voted to 
leave the EU. MP Mat¬ 
thew Hancock said he 
was “disappointed”, while 
UKIP councillor Tony 
Brown said he was “look¬ 
ing forward to the future”. 

■ Plans were announced 
to convert the former Bell 
Hotel in Haverhill High 
Street into a bistro, Nine 
Jars, with a hotel above. 

■ “Biblical” flooding hit 
the region, catching bride 
Tina Kimble on her wed¬ 
ding day and forcing the 
Frame family out of their 


Weston Colville home. 

■ A brand new Armed 
Forces Day celebration 
took place, with military 
parades in the town cen¬ 
tre. 

JULY 

■ The Haverhill Festival 
saw unusual characters 
take over the High Street, 
while over the same 
weekend a craft beer fes¬ 
tival was held on the Mar¬ 
ket Square. 

■ Haverhill chef Jan Ad- 
amec, 40, pleaded not 
guilty to causing serious 
injury by dangerous driv¬ 
ing after a crash that left 
footballers Shaun Whiter 
and Joey Abbs unable 
to play the game again. 
Shaun Whiter had both 
legs amputated. 

■ Thousands of people 
turned out for Haverhill’s 
annual Summer Bash, 
which this year featured 
new attractions such as a 
falconry display. 

■ Figures released by St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council revealed that 
Haverhill has the highest 
levels of adult obesity in

■ Around 2,000 people 
turned out for Haverhill 
Town Council’s Big Day Out 
on the Recreation Ground in 
Camps Road. 

AUGUST 

■ Jan Adamec, accused of 
causing the crash in which 
Shaun Whiter lost his legs, 
changed his plea and admit¬ 
ted causing serious injury by 
dangerous driving. He would 
be jailed in September. 

■ Families flocked to fun 
days at the New Croft in 
Chalkstone Way, East Town 
Park and the Leiston Centre. 

■ Hari Farlie, of Montfort 
Court in Haverhill, was jailed 
for a robbery in which he 
beat up a delivery driver with 
a baseball bat. 

SEPTEMBER 

■ A new £700,000 state-of- 
the-art 3G pitch was opened 
at the New Croft in Haver¬ 
hill’s Chalkstone Way. 

■ Haverhill Town Council 
put in a bid for the Haver¬ 
hill Corn Exchange, in the 
hope that if it was success¬ 
ful it could be converted into 
a community space. The 
council has still not heard 
back from the owner of the 
property on the success of 
its bid. 

■ It was announced that 
Clements Primary School 


would expand by 100 spaces. 

■ A pilot scheme that saw 
physiotherapists stationed 
at a GP surgery reported suc¬ 
cess in freeing up appoint¬ 
ments. 

■ Stradishall alleged hacker 
Lauri Love, accused of steal¬ 
ing data from US govern¬ 
ment agencies, was told he 
could be extradited to Amer¬ 
ica despite fears about the 
impact on his mental health. 

OCTOBER 

■ Bury St Edmunds magis¬ 
trates’ court closed its doors, 
meaning Haverhill residents 
now face a round trip of 
more than 80 miles to get to 
court in Ipswich. 

■ Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Tim Passmore and 
Suffolk’s Chief Constable Ga¬ 
reth Wilson visited Haverhill 
and were held to account 
over issues of anti-social be¬ 
haviour. 

■ Haverhill in Bloom an¬ 
nounced that it faced clo¬ 
sure if new volunteers could 
not be found to serve on its 
committee. 

NOVEMBER 

■ Calls for improvements 
to the A1307 were redou¬ 
bled after four crashes in the 
space of three days on the 
road, followed by a fatal ac¬ 
cident.

Support for 
stroke victims 

CAN you imagine if a close family 
member had a stroke? There are 
1.2 million people in the UK living 
with the impact of stroke, and the 
condition strikes someone every 
three and a half minutes. People 
who survive strokes often end up 
with disabilities, including aphasia, 
which affects around 350,000 
people in the UK. 

Aphasia affects a person's 
ability to speak, read, write 
and understand, but not their 
intelligence. Aphasia can make 
people feel isolated, and it can feel 
very frustrating, but many people 
caring for loved ones with aphasia 
don't receive the support they 
need. 

To make matters worse, many 
stroke survivors and their carers 
find it extremely difficult to 
organise a break - even for just a 
few days - because of additional 
care needs and difficulties accessing 
suitable facilities. The Stroke 
Association found that, as a result, 
six out of 10 stroke survivors hadn't 


folk. Both work to promote ani¬ 
mal welfare and conservation. 

Amanda signed up and got Jul¬ 
ie and Dave on board in spring 
last year, after receiving an email 
from the charity asking for sup¬ 
port. She told the News she was 
driven to sign up by a lifelong 
love of animals.

PCC calls 
for more 
funding 

SUFFOLK'S Police and Crime 
Commissioner has launched a 
campaign to get the county force 
more money. 

Tim Passmore does not believe 
the region gets a "fair" financial 
settlement per year. 

This comes after the Home 
Office reduced its grant for this 
year's Suffolk policing budget by 
£889,000. 

Mr Passmore told the News: 
"The Metropolitan police get 
£2.5 billion per year. The West 
Midlands or Manchester, on a 
head-to-head basis, get way more 
than we do, which I don't think is 
reasonable or acceptable. 

"We get £122 million per year. 
If we got an extra four or five 
million pounds a year it would 
make a tremendous difference 
here. 

"It's my job to ensure Suffolk 
taxpayers get the very best value 
for money for policing in the 
county. At the moment I don't 
believe we get a reasonable share 
of funding so I am launching this 
campaign to get public support to 
make a case to Government for a 
fairer settlement." 

The policing minister, Brandon 
Lewis, will have a fundamental 
review of the funding formula 
this year. 

Mr Passmore is asking people 
to read the assessment on his 
website and, if they agree, to 
email fairshareforsuffolk@ 
suffolk.pnn.police.uk by Friday, 
January 20. 

He will use these responses to 
lobby the minister.

Life-savers’ bid 
to raise £12,000 


A GROUP of volunteers are 
aiming to raise £12,000 to 
install five life-saving devic¬ 
es around Haverhill. 

The Haverhill Commu¬ 
nity First Responders are 
halfway through a drive to 
get public defibrillators in¬ 
stalled in the town. 

They have so far managed 
to get defibrillators installed 
at Haverhill’s rugby club, po¬ 
lice station and health cen¬ 
tre, and have raised the cash 
for two more. 

But that’s only half the 10 
devices they are aiming to 
install in the town. 

And with each defibril¬ 
lator costing £2,500, there 
is a lot of fundraising to be 
done. 

Keith lesson, of the First 
Responders, said the de¬ 
vices are important as they 
are able to restart someone’s 
heart. 

This is in contrast to CPR, 
which just keeps someone’s 
blood pumping for as long 
as it is being administered. 

“It’s only the use of the de-

fibrillator that will bring the 
person back into permanent 
resuscitation,” said Keith. 

He said it was important 
to have a number of defibril¬ 
lators around the town be¬ 
cause it’s crucial to respond 
to a heart attack within the 
first few minutes. 

“If CPR and defibrillation 
is carried out within the first 
eight minutes, there’s a 20 
per cent chance of survival,” 
Keith said. “If it’s within four 
minutes there’s a 40 per cent 
chance. That’s how impor¬ 
tant it is to have these de¬ 
vices as close to you as pos¬ 
sible.” 

The group raised £960 to¬ 
wards the defibrillators in a 
Christmas fundraising drive, 
and are already in talks with 
local businesses about rais¬ 
ing money in 2017. 

Keith encouraged anyone 
who wanted to donate to get 
in touch. 


Of the 10 defibrillators the 
group is aiming to have in¬ 
stalled, the First Responders 
are hoping that one will be 
in Kedington, and the rest 
focused on the most popu¬ 
lated areas of Haverhill. 

Keith said that while train¬ 
ing in how to use a defibril¬ 
lator is an advantage, any 
member of the public can 
use one. 

The Haverhill defibril¬ 
lators are registered with 
the ambulance service. 
This means that if you call 
999 about a heart attack in 
Haverhill, the operator will 
be able to tell you where the 
nearest defibrillator is and 
the access code which will 
let you use it.

Alert after 
electric 
blanket fire 


THE fire service is warning residents after an 
electric blanket left unattended set fire to a 
couple’s home. 

The pair, who live in Abington, were 
downstairs cooking when the blanket caught 
fire on Tuesday. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue was called 
at 6.45pm. Firefighters used a hose reel jet to 
put out the blaze and a pressure ventilation 
fan to clear smoke. 

Watch Commander Lee Allen said: “The 
couple living at the house had turned the 
blanket on and gone downstairs to cook. 
When the smoke alarm went off they thought 
it was something burning in the kitchen but 
when the man went upstairs and saw the 
blanket on fire in the bedroom he shut the 
door before going back downstairs to check 
the electrics. 

“Shutting the door was an excellent 
thing to do as it helped contain the fire to 
the bedroom and stopped the fire from 
spreading.” 

Station commander Paul Clarke said: 
“Electric blankets should be correctly stored 
over the summer months because if they 
are folded constantly it can break down the 
filaments causing damage. Also if any liquids 
are spilt on an electric blanket, we would not 
advise anyone use it.”

Town pastors 
help revellers 


WHEN Haverhill revellers hit 
the streets on New Year’s Eve, 
a band of community heroes 
were on hand to offer help 
and chocolate bars.

“There were 
no major incidents that we 
saw.” 

But he said people they 
met were keen to talk and 
reflect on the year that had 
passed. 

“A lot of people said that 
2016 was quite a difficult 
year,” he said, adding that 
people were reflecting on 
news events such as the nu¬ 
merous celebrity deaths in 
2016. 

The town pastors will con¬ 
tinue their work in 2017, with 
a pair of volunteers patrolling 
the town in fluorescent jack¬ 
ets every Friday night. 

As well as water, chocolate 
and a person to talk to, they 
provide first aid and pick up

Car parks net 
hospital £lm 


WEST Suffolk Hospital 
made more than £1 million 
in parking charges last year. 

West Suffolk NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust which runs the 
hospital earned £1,345,358 
in 2015/16. 

It has been revealed that 
NHS hospitals in England 
made more than £120m 
from charging for parking 
last year. 

Katherine Murphy, chief 
executive of the Patients 
Association, said it was un¬ 
fair that hospital parking 
in Wales and Scotland was 
largely free but that patients 
in England were still forced 
to pay. 

She said: “It is alarming 
that trusts think it is okay 
to charge people so much 
money for visiting a hos¬ 
pital, as it makes patients 
question the values of the 
people leading the organisa¬ 
tion. We take a very clear line 
that car parking fees need 
to be scrapped or strictly 
capped.”

ted £120 million in 2015/16 
in car park charges, up from 
£114 million the year before. 

The Heart of England 
NHS Foundation Trust came 
out on top when it came to 
parking income, making 
£4,841,108 across the year. 

This included £3,465,357 
from patients and visitors 
and £1,375,751 from staff. 

Almost £40,000 was col¬ 
lected by the trust in car 
park fines. 

Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge received almost 
£40,000 from parking charg¬ 
es last year. 

Cambridge University 
Hospitals NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust, which runs the 
hospital, earned £39,900 in 
2015/16 and has made a to¬ 
tal of £108,421 since 2014. 

Many trusts defended 
their revenues, saying some 
or all of the money was put 
back into patient care or was 


spent on maintaining car 
parks or grounds. 

Others claimed their 
sheer size and the fact that 
they served busy neigh¬ 
bourhoods meant they took 
more in revenue. 

Ion Green, of West Suffolk 
NHS Foundation Trust, said: 
“All income from parking 
comes straight to the trust to 
meet the cost of running our 
car parks. It also contributes 
to any improvements to 
parking we might make. 

“We have a number of is¬ 
sues with the availability of 
car parking for both patients 
and staff at our West Suf¬ 
folk Hospital site and have 
recently taken the decision 
to invest £2 million of our 
capital in extra spaces and 
improvement work, and are 
due to open an additional 
400 spaces at the hospital in 
early 2017.”

‘Irreplaceable’ chair 
stolen in church raid

a value on the chair but it was unique and 
could not be replaced. 

Mr Singleton said the origin of the three 
chairs was not known but they had been at 
the church for more than a century and were 
probably pre-Victorian. 

“Chairs in a church are often donated to 
mark a special event in one way or another or 
to remember a family member,” he said. 

Mr Singleton said the chairs were part of 
the history of the church, where worship has 
taken place for more than 1,000 years, and 
would have been used by visiting church of¬ 
ficials. 


He urged anyone being offered an antique 
church chair - even by a reputable antique 
dealer - to make inquiries about its origins. 

Mr Singleton said that in the past stolen 
church property had been returned by own¬ 
ers who had bought it inadvertently and had 
then spotted identifying marks. 

He said that in some ways they had been 
fortunate in that the theft was confined to the 
chair and that the thieves had not caused any 
further damage, with other churches having 
lead stolen from their roofs. 

Mr Singleton said the chair was found to be 
missing on December 14.

THIEVES have stolen an “irreplaceable” 
chair which has been part of a church 
for more than a century, after they 
struck in a raid before Christmas. 
Now All Saints in Wickhambrook 
has been forced to lock its doors 
to visitors in a bid to prevent fur¬ 
ther thefts.

DID you have to do the wash¬ 
ing up to earn pocket money as 
a child, or tidy your bedroom? 
While many adults have mem¬ 
ories of scrubbing pans or vac¬ 
uuming to get weekly hand¬ 
outs from their parents, it 
seems many children nowa¬ 
days do not have much experi¬ 
ence of “earning” cash. 

More than one in four (27%) 
parents of children aged under 
12 do not give their children 
pocket money or financial re¬ 
wards for carrying out house¬ 
hold chores, according to new 
research. The survey, from the 
Financial Services Compensa¬ 
tion Scheme (FSCS), reveals 
that only half (50%) of parents 
pay their child regular pocket 
money. 

And many of those who do 
give their children regular 
handouts do not give their 
child free rein to spend the 
cash how they like. More than 
half (54%) of parents who give 
pocket money are concerned 
their child would simply buy 
chocolate and sweets if they 
could spend the money how 
they liked, while more than 
a third (37%) say their child 
would buy something they 
don’t really need. 

Yet, as with setting children 
chores so they can earn their 
pocket money, allowing your 
child to have a small amount 
of money to spend how they

like - even if this leads to them 
making mistakes - can help 
them build experience of han¬ 
dling money. They may even 
avoid making bigger financial 
mistakes when they’re older as 
a result. 

Rather than raiding their 
whole piggy bank, a small por¬ 
tion of cash could be set aside 
for a child to spend how they 
like, which could help them 
learn how to set a budget and 
stick to it. 

Nearly a third (31%) of par¬ 
ents say they tend to influence 
what their child buys with 
their pocket money, and 24% 
encourage them to save for a 
larger purchase. But nearly 
four-fifths (79%) of parents 
agreed that if children can en¬ 
gage with money from a young 
age, it would help them learn 
and appreciate its value. 

Mark Oakes, head of com¬ 
munications at the FSCS, 
which protects savers if their 
bank or building society goes 
bust, says: “It is a parent’s 
choice how they want to get 
their child thinking about 
money, but giving them a little 
sum of their own to manage is 
a great way to start. 

“They aren’t going to get 
it right every time, but chil¬ 
dren need to be given the op¬ 
portunity to make their own 


mistakes and learn for them¬ 
selves.” 

Meanwhile, separate re¬ 
search suggests many chil¬ 
dren aren’t confident about 
their money skills. Just over 
half (55%) of children aged 
between seven and 15 years 
old worry about their lack of 
financial knowledge, a survey 
from NatWest has found. 

The study, for NatWest’s 
MoneySense financial educa¬ 
tion programme, found more 
than two-fifths (41%) of par¬ 
ents don’t talk about money 
management at all with their 
children. 

Gaps in parents’ financial 
knowledge may explain the re¬ 
luctance of some to talk about 
money. More than a quarter 
of parents (28%) worry about 
their children asking them 
questions about money that 
they themselves can’t answer. 

Elsewhere, a report suggests 
parents can expect to spend 
almost £8,000 to help their 
grown-up child reach the first 
rung of the career ladder. The 
findings were made by the 
Centre for the Modern Family. 

Yet nearly two thirds (62%) 
of parents also worry their 
child will grow up without a 
good grasp of managing mon¬ 
ey. So perhaps now’s the time 
to sit down and start having all 
these important money con¬ 
versations.

Predictions 


DESPITE plenty of shocks to the system, the 
property market has managed to stay afloat 
this year. Jamie Warner, residential director 
Cheffins in Haverhill, has told the Weekly News 
his predictions for 2017 and his review of the 
year gone by. 

"With stamp duty changes, Brexit, Trump 
and more recently the shock announcements 
around the lettings industry in the Autumn 
Statement, it has been quite the year for 
the property market.

"The summer months were busy, although 
following Brexit we had a marginally slower 
period, before record-breaking numbers 
of sales throughout our five offices from 
September to December. With the vast levels

Volkswagen’s new Golf 
GTI ready for debut 


A BOOM in car sales is on the 
cards for early 201 7 if buyers 
are to beat new car tax rules 
that will hike the cost of owning 
some of Britain's most popular cars 
from April. 

It's all because of changes which 
will see some models in bestselling 
ranges like the Ford Fiesta, Vauxhall 
Astra and Nissan Qashqai lose their 
current exemption from road tax. 

And signs are growing that 
many car buyers are bringing their 
urchase plans forward to try to 
eat the change. When recently 
asked in an online retail survey of 
1,000 motorists when they plan 
to buy their next car, the number 
saying it would be in the next three 
months had doubled since six 
months previously. 

Dozens of models that are 
currently exempt will start to 
attract £400 in tax charges over 
three years, when a new Treasury 
scheme comes into place on April 
1, affecting any new car registered 
after that date. 

But in the most extreme cases 
some buyers who choose a car

which is currently tax exempt will 
be charged almost £1,000 over 
three years. 

Buyers of Britain's cheapest cars 
will also be targeted by the new 
system, which will increase tax bills 
by more than 900 per cent in some 
cases, compared to the current 
regime. 

If you spend £5,995 on Britain's 
cheapest car, a Dacia Sandero, 
you'll currently pay nothing in tax 
for the first year, and £30 every 
subsequent year. 

But the new car tax system will 
charge owners £160 for the first 
year and £140 every year after that, 


which is a 633 per cent increase. 

Some Volkswagen up! owners 
currently pay just £40 in tax over 
the first three years. Owners who 
buy one of those cars after April 1 
will pay £420 over the same period 
- a £950 per cent increase. 

"Anyone buying a car after 
April next year could be in for a 
massive shock," said Austin Collins, 
managing director of BuyaCar. 
co.uk. 

Retailers are already reporting 
that buyers are changing their 
cars early to ensure that they 
are delivered and on the road 
before April 1 next year. This will 
ensure that they are taxed under 
the current regime until they are 
scrapped. 

And dealerships have also seen 
a big rise in the number of people 
planning to change their car within 
the next three months - but it's 
possible that some will be unable 
to beat the change, thanks to the 
time it takes to receive a new car 
from the time it is ordered.
